Shortage of Labor and Equipment Is Obstacle, But 
43 Per Cent of Farmers Will Raise More Hogs Anyway 


HE war program needs at least a 

15 per cent inerease in next year’s 

pig crop <Are corn belt farmers 
ready to supply it? 

If Iowa is a fair sample, they are. Forty- 
three per cent of the farmers interviewed 
in a recent poll of Iowa farm opinion said 
they planned to increase their hog produc- 
tion in 1943. 

This survey was made before Secretary 
Wickard pledged support of the hog mar- 
ket at $13.25 at Chicago thru September, 
1944. The number of farmers planning to 
raise more hogs has probably increased 
since the announcement. 


Why weren’t the other 57 per 
cent of the farmers going to in- 
crease their hog production next 
year? We asked that, too. 


Of the owner-operators, 39 per cent 
were sure they wouldn't raise any more 
hogs next year. Sixteen per cent of them 
were undecided. Of the renters, 33 per 
cent were sure they would not expand. But 
26 per cent had not made up their minds. 

For these folks, we listed the following 
possible causes of reasons for failure to 
expand hog production, and asked them 


10 cheek the items that helped to explam 
their action: 

(1) Lack of feed; (2) lack of equip- 
ment; (3) lack of labor; (4) lack of 
finances; (5) not sure of staying on the 
farm: (6) disease; (7) afraid of a priee 
slump. 

Few admitted about lack of 
eredit, but lack of the proper equipment— 
houses, fencing, ete.—was given as a major 
reason for staying out of hogs. Forty-three 
per cent of the owners and 54 per cent of 
the tenants listed this as one trouble.

But for the owners, the trouble 
was in finding the necessary equip- 
ment, not in providing the money 
with which to buy it. 


And for the tenants, the trouble was the 
short-term lease and the difficulty of get- 
ting an agreement with the landlord on 
improvements. 

Biggest single item was shortage of labor. 
Of the owners, 58 per cent said this would 
eause trouble in raising more hogs. Of the 
tenants, 59 per cent said the same thing. 

Lack of feed was given by a surprisingly 
high number, in view of the big Iowa corn 
erop. Twenty-nine per cent of both owners

Difficulties with hog diseases 
‘were keeping 20 per cent of the 
owners from expanding, and 15 per 
cent of the tenants. 


Fear of a slump was cheeking 15 per cent 
of the owners; 17 per cent of the tenants. 
This fear has been removed by Secretary 
Wiekard’s announcement that prices would 
be supported at $13.25, Chicago. 

If to the 43 per cent who plan to increase 
hog production, we add the 16 per cent who 
were fearful about price slumps and are 
now reassured, it seems that over half of 
lowa’s farmers are likely to raise more hogs 
in 1943. This should go a long way in tak- 
ing care of the 15 per cent increase needed.

Hoffman Brothers Win First in Carlot Classes 
Feeders From Hawkeye State Dominate Show 


l NDAUNTED by zero weather and 

war restrictions, Iowa cattle and 
hog feeders dominated the forty-see- 
ond annual Chicago Stock Show— 
which this year became the Market 
Fat Stock and Carlot Competition, 
ending December 5. 

Iowa entries began to roll in late 
the week previous, and 118 of the 
180 cattle carlots were from the 
Hawkeye state. Likewise, 12 out of 
44 carlots of hogs were Iowa natives, 
58 of the 195 individual show steer 
entries were from Iowa, and 45 out 
of 350 barrows in the open class 
came from this state. 

Similarly, the Junior Feeder Show 
was well represented by lowa youth. 
This state had 117 junior show steers 

second to TIllinois—with Clinton, 
Jasper and Marshall counties lead- 
ing among Iowa entries. 


“We did the best we could for 
accommodations, since the army 
has the amphitheater now,” said 
Barney H. Heide, manager of the 
show, in a reminiscent mood. 


“The necessity for this show being 
held out in the yards under adverse 
conditions made it difficult for the 
judges, exhibitors and visitors, but 
it reminds us of the first Interna- 
tional we had, back in 1900. 

“It’s rather strange, but true, that 
the entries this year number about 
6.350 head, which is just about the 
ame as that original show—and yet 
we can still brag a little because it 

after all, the largest fat stock 
show in the nation.” 

Ida Grove became the carlot cen- 
ter of America, when the Hoffman 
boys won championships on carlot 
sWine with BerkShires for the third 
time in their career, and clinched it 
by taking same honors in the grain- 
fed cattle class, on light-weight Here- 
fords. 

Karl Hoffman won first on his car- 
lot of Herefords, with Lippold Bros., 
of LeClaire, second, and then met 
and defeated the other top breed 
carlot winners for finals lamely, 
Vandeveer Farms, of Illinois, on 
Shorthorns, and J. F. Mommsen, of 
lowa, on Angus. The Hoffman Here- 
fords were New Mexico “TO” ranch 
stock and weighed about 1,000 pounds 
apiece, 


Karl and George Hoffman took 2 
sweep of all hog carlot tops, being 
first with three divisions and grand 
championship besides, repeating their 
victories of 1939 and 1941. 

Ida Grove should hold a celebra- 
tion, because Towa annexed another 
championship from that place when 
Howard and Mildred Johnson fin- 
ished showing an Angus of their own 
breeding and fitting, and headed for 
reserve show champion. 

These youngsters won the Angus 
junior feeding contest championship 
on one heavy steer and reserve on a 
light one. In the junior contest finals, 
their heavyweight entry broke thru 
for reserve cup, following awarding 
the grand honors to the Lacy steer 
from Illinois. 

This Lacy steer was a light-weight 
Hereford of “TO” Ranch breeding, 
like the ones which Hoffman showed 
to win the carlot trophy. The boy’s 
father is T. Richard Lacy, of Edgar 
county, well known as a consistent 
exhibitor at Chicago and at other 
shows. 


Not content with winnings in 
the junior contest, the Johnson 
juniors pushed into the front 
ranks of the professional open 
class and here won the breed 
championship. 


For a time, it looked as tho the 
Ida Grovers would come thru with a 
grand show ribbon on this steer, but 
they had to face the great Lacy Here- 
ford before they could get it. 

When the semi-finals were ended 
and the big event of champion, steer 
was reached, the judges did exactly 
the same as they had in awarding 
purple places in the junior contest. 
They made the Lacy Hereford light- 
weight steer the 1942 stock show 
grand champion, and turned to the 
Ida Grove Angus entry for the re- 
serve position. 

When youth prevails in such an 
exhibition, the choice is usually a 
ropular one, with no loss of standing 
to veterans of the feed lot. 

Two more Iowa victors were Short- 
korn junior championships by Leo 
Duer, of Clinton county, and Ronald 
Armstrong, of Cedar county. 

In the state group competition in 
the junior contest, with steers, Iowa 


boys and girls landed at top, and left 
the Illinois juniors at second. No 
other states had enough stuff to en- 
ter. For the junior barrow cham- 
pionship, the judges picked a Berk- 
shire light-weight shown by David 
Burch, Divernon, Illinois. Later, the 
same exhibitor took the Berk pen 
trophy in open class. 


Lacking in numbers, but toned 
up well in quality, the 350 bar- 
rows in the open class were led 
in numbers by 72 Hampshires, 
with 68 Polands next. 


W. T. Reneker, Swift man, assist- 
ed by A. G. Welhener, of Wilson & 
Co., tied the barrow ribbons. 

Purdue University, of Indiana, won 
all there was to take in Chester, and 
championship on Berkshire singles. 
Purdue also won best Poland China 
pen. Prairie Lane Farms, of Illinois, 
captured the Hampshire champion- 
ship. Iowa State College was victor 
in the single Poland entry and made 
a complete sweep with Duroc Jer- 
Seys.

ing up hogs, is quoted as 
saying that we are pro- 
ducing less pork than in 1918, in spite of the 
increase in population. The Chicago Tribune 
adds: ‘‘We started the present with 
about 10,000,000 than in 1918. 
Henry Wallace and the other prophets of 
scarcity have done their work too well.’’ 

As meat rationing begins, farmers are likely 
to have this kind of criticism turned on them. 
“Why don’t you get busy and raise more ?”’ 
thev will be asked. 

Now, the fact is that produetion of pork in 
the United States was greater in every year 
from 1988 on than in Mr. Tloover’s 1918. Hog 
slaughter this year is at the rate of 95,000,000 
head a year, as against 65,100,000 in 1918. 

These figures are from the Department of 
Agriculture’s records. They show that the na- 
tion’s hog producers are actually raising more 
pork than ever before in history. Under the 
guidance of the ‘‘ prophets of searcity’’ farm- 
ers are producing more abundantly than ever. 

This is true in almost every field. If we eom- 
pare 1918 farm production, at the height of 
farm effort in the first World war, with 1942, 
the first vear of our participation in the pres- 
ent war, we find that farmers are producing 
1 per eent more meat, 77 per cent more poul-

fewer hogs 


try products, 62 per cent more dairy products, 
and a grand total of 44 per cent more in the 
whole livestock field. 

City folks aren’t getting quite as much to 
eat as usual because it takes food to fight a 
war. If farm production hadn’t gone up far 
beyond 1918 levels, then city people would be 
on short rations, indeed. 

Farmers will have to do what they ean to 
make it clear that city people aren’t getting a 
lot of food for the same reason that farmers 
aren't getting much in the way of steel prod- 
ucts. Both pork and steel have gone to war. 








TO GET MORE HOGS 


Now corn belt farmers can plan ahead. 
Secretary Wickard has pledged government 
buying to support the price of good and 
choice hogs—240 to 270 pounds—at around 
$13.25 at Chicago. 


This promise of support runs clear thru 
to September 30, 1944. 


A price of $13.25 at Chicago means an in- 
terior market price, in Iowa and southern 
Minnesota, of around $12.60 for butcher 


hogs. 


Iowa farmers, interviewed recently by 
the Iowa Farm Bureau Federation, said a 
floor of $12.61 was needed to insure full hog 
production in 1943. 


Another cross-section of Iowa farmers, 
interviewed by Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa 
Homestead earlier in the fall, predicted 
$12.46 as the price of hogs on December 15. 


Wickard’s pledge is better than Iowa 
farmers’ expectations and about even with 
their desires. 


The $12.60 Iowa and $13.25 Chicago price 
is neither a top nor a floor. Hogs may drop 
below that level for a day or so, and may 
often rise above it. 


This announcement should prevent mar- 
ket gluts. There is no sense crowding hogs 
to market to avoid a crash when there won’t 
be any crash. 


If corn prices can be held around the loan 
level, and hogs at above $12, corn belt farm- 
ers will make good money during the next 
two years. More important, they will pro- 
duce the additional hogs that the army and 
the nation need. 


Forward pricing of this kind is agricul- 
tural statesmanship of a high order. We con- 
gratulate Secretary Wickard on his action.

ARMERS have heard 

so many stories about 
the length of the work 
week in city jobs that 
they may be interested 
in the facts as summarized by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 

The board finds that the average work week 
this fall in the aireraft and ship-building in- 
dustries amounted to nearly 48 hours a week. 


How Long 
A Work Week 
In the City? 


In non-defense industries the work is slack- 
ine off; the average work week was a little 
under 40 hours. 

In some war industries, the reason that the 
work week is 46 hours rather than 50 or 
better is that supplies come irregularly, and 
that the plants can not work at capacity every 
day. Most farm people with relatives and 
friends in war jobs get direct reports on this 
and know that Jim only worked 30 hours last 
week and that Tom was laid off two days. 
Some plants also keep more labor on hand 


than is needed, so that there will be plenty of 

workers available at peak times. 
The New York Times summarizes govern- 

ment figures on the work week this way: 

Large numbers of employes in war in- 

dustries are already working on a sched- 
ule of 48 hours. That does not mean that 
they are working 48 hours a week, for 
absence due to illness or other causes usu- 
ally decreases the average hours worked 
in a scheduled period. This means that 
even if every war worker were working 
on a schedule of 48 hours a week, they 
would average no more than 46 hours 
worked. ...

Secretary Wickard and AAA 
officials, in a series of regional 
meetings, have been telling the 
farmers of America how they 
hope these goals may be reached. 


One way is to cut down on pro- 
duction of things we need least. Cot- 
ton and Wheat are in that list. 

Wickard said last week: “Most of 
the products we are cutting down on 
are being reduced only to make way 
for products which are needed more. 
Take wheat, for example. With all 
our huge stocks, and our troubles in 
finding storage space for them, I’m 
not worried about our wheat sup- 
plies. ... It is necessary to go full 
speed ahead on milk, meat, oil crops 
and the other essential products. 
That means easing up on wheat.” 

Nationally, wheat goals have been 
trimmed to the minimum permitted 
under the law, 


the standpoint of 


52,500,000 acres. From 
national needs, 
many feel that the goal should be 
cut still farther, but congress so far 
has been stubborn. So the AAA will 
try to persuade wheat growers to 
shift to other crops. 

The same thing is true of cotton, 
which is cut to 22,500,000 acres, the 
lowest figure in years, and yet one 
which mav be too high. 


But the AAA will try to per- 
Ssuade cotton growers to change 
to peanuts and other needed 
crops. Here, too, congressional 
acts bar the way to the most ef- 
ficient use of cotton land. 


The corn goal, on the other hand, 
has been increased 4 per cent over 
actual production in 1942. The total 
is to be 95,000,000 acres. 

Acreage oats is cut 8 per cent, 
in the hope that some oat land will 
be shifted into flax and soybeans. 
Flax goals are up 7 per cent, while 
soybean goals are up 17 per cent 
over the 1942 goals, but are 4 per 
cent below actual 1942 production. 

The answer to this soybean puzzle 
is that farmers cut less beans for 
hay last year than usual, turned most 
into beans, and actually raised more 
than were asked for. The price-sup- 
port promise on beans gets part of 
the credit for this, too. 

Iowa is to have a 3 per cent in- 
crease in corn goal, altho individual 
farmers may be permitted a 5 per 
cent increase. The idea here seems 
to be that not everybody will take 
advantage of the 5 per cent leeway. 


lowa is also supposed to push 
up flax by 28 per cent, to raise 6 
per cent less acres of soybeans 
for beans, to raise 8 per cent less 
oats and 7 per cent less wheat.

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A New Farm Crop 
For Next Year 


Iowa, Illinois and Missouri Farmers to Grow 
60,000 Acres of Hemp as a War Crop 


/ NEW farm crop is coming to 
4 Iowa, Illinois and Minnesota. It 
will also bring a new industry with 
plants close to the farms. 

Farmers are being asked to sign 
up to grow 60,000 acres of American 
hemp in each of the three states. 
The acreage will be secured in blocks 
ot 4,000 acres, and after acreage con- 
tracts are secured, a plant will be 
established in that locality. 


Each plant will cost about 
$370,000, and will employ 100 
persons for ten months. per 
year, one-third women and two- 
thirds men. Rope and twine will 
be made from the hemp fiber, 
mostly for military uses. 


The government will furnish the 
seed, the special] harvesting machin- 
ery, the men to operate the special 
machines, and will pay from $30 to 
$50 per ton, according to grade, for 
the hemp. Cost of seed and pay for 
use of machines will be 
from proceeds next fall. 

The farmer will plant the crop and 
furnish the power to operate the ma- 
chines. 

The returns to the farmer, on the 
basis of an average yield of two to 
three tons per acre,

cording to A. J. Loveland, chairman 
of the State War Board.

Is Tested 


Holstein made about the 
same butterfat production with corn

and cob meal as the grain part of 
the ration as they made on ground 
shelled corn, in an Ohio experiment 
station test. 

The 35 Holsteins in the test were 
fed and milked three times a day. 
The production was 1.5 pounds per 
day of butterfat. The cows on the 
corn and cob meal produced 45 
pounds of milk daily, as compared 
with 46 pounds for the ground shelled 
corn group, but the butterfat test 
was enough higher on the former 
group to make up for the difference 
in quantity of milk 

C. F. Monroe, of the Ohio station, 
concludes that it makes little differ- 
ence as to the form in which corn is 
fed when sufficient quantities of pro- 
tein and digestible nutrients are sup-

Freezing Reduces 
Value of Cream 





If butter is oily or mealy, and has 
an undesirable taste, the cream may 
have been frozen. No matter how

Fit Their Particular Farm Operations 


| Lamune can now examine the 
corn loan program which began 
December 1, and determine what ad- 
vantages it holds for them, and how 
it may fit into their feeding pro- 
gram. 

The loan rate is up 4 cents a bush- 
e) for Iowa, with a variable range 
hy counties from 76 to 80 cents per 
bushel. In eastern Nebraska coun- 
ties, the loan rate is 77 to 80 cents; 
northern Missouri counties vary from 
$2 to 84; southern Minnesota farm- 
ers get 73 to 79, and Illinois has a 
loan rate of 80 te 82 cents a bushel 
in the eastern section. 

The loan rates are based on 85 
per cent of parity on September 15, 
and adjustments were made for loca- 
tion based on the normal relation- 
ship of corn prices in each county 
to United States average prices of 
corn, 


One thing farmers will want 
to know is, How long does the 
loan run? Will my cribs be tied 
up for three years? 


The corn can be repossessed at 
any time by paying the loan and 3 
per cent interest. Or, if the corn 
loan is completed before April 1, 
1943, the corn may be delivered in 
satisfaction of the loan in August, 
September or October of any year 
before maturity of the Joan, on Au- 
gust 1, 1945. This makes the loan, 
in effect, an optional one, two or 
three-year loan. 

Loan rates are based on corn grad- 
ing No. 3 or petter, except for mois- 
ture content or test weight.

For fat cattle, prices were asked 
to be supported at Chicago as fol-

Two days after passage of the 
above resolution, Secretary Wickard 
announced that hog prices on the 
basis of good and choice would be 
supported at Chicago at $13.25 until 
the fall of 1944. No announcement 
was made as to support for the cattle 
market. 

Keep the AAA “to serve the war 
necessity,” the resolutions urged, but 
allotments were asked for on an in- 
dividual farm basis, moving still far- 
ther away from production history 
as a base. 


On the organized labor issue, Earl 
Smith, president of the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association, condemned the 
40-hour week and overtime rates of 
pay for the duration.

Curing Meat at Home 














f tervones is going to be more home 
butchering done this year 


on the 
farms than ever before; partly be- 
| cause there are more hogs raised 
and partly because so much of our 
good ham and bacon and pork is 
going to feed our armies and allies 
i that the choice in the meat market 

rather slim. 


This makes it all the more ine 
portant that every ounce of our 
home butchered meat is cared for 
properly, and also that it has the 
very finest flavor that it is en- 
titled to have. 


Now about that hog you are going 
to butcher this week. Perhaps you 
will take some of it to the locker to 
he frozen, some of the chops and 
roasts may be canned to put on the 
shelves for the time when the car 
can’t make another trip to town. And 
the rest—the hams, bacon, lard and 
sausage—you are going to take care 
of a home. 

It’s no secret that in years past a 
lot of home cured meat didn’t come 
up to standard. Sometimes it was 
sour around the bone and sometimes 
it was too salty or too tough. But we 
can’t take any chances this yeal 
Meat almost as important as am 
munition, and it’s up to us to get the 
be product possible.

The pullets and smaller 
roosters make an amazing growth 
in the next three weeks or so after 
the larger roosters have been sold.—
